City treasurer is a position 
people don’t think about much. 

Members of one organization have 
been thinking about San Francisco 
Treasurer Jose Cisneros quite a bit, 
however. 

Cisneros, running unopposed this 
November, travels a lot. In fact, among 
all San Francisco elected officials in 
recent years, Cisneros takes the cake in 
travel paid by someone else — largely 
coming from one group with connec- 
tions to Wall Street as San Francisco 
explores establishing a public bank. 

When a public official travels on 
someone else’s dime, they have to file 
a disclosure with the Ethics Commis- 
sion. This public official travel data has 
been collected since 2007. 

Cisneros has made 46 travel disclo- 
sures as he travels around the country, 
twice the amount of the next most 
disclosures by a San Francisco official 


(District Attorney George Gascon has 
23). Mayor London Breed has the third 
most disclosures with 10. 

Even more interesting than the 
total number of disclosures is who’s 
paying for them. 

More than a quarter of Cisneros’ 
trip filings (12) have been paid for by 
the nonprofit Cities for Financial Em- 
powerment Fund. That’s four times the 
number of the next highest number of 
trips by an official paid for by the same 
entity. 

Cisneros co-founded the nonprofit 
in 2008 with then-San Francisco May- 
or Gavin Newsom and New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg at the beginning of 
the recession with the goal of getting 
cities more involved in the financial 
stability of their residents. The theory 
behind the organization was that cities 
would help their residents become 
more financially stable through initia- 
tives like banking the unbanked and 
preventing predatory practices. It now 
has 16 coalition members and dozens

of associated financial empowerment 
projects across the country. 

Part of the coalition’s network 
includes San Francisco’s Office of Fi- 
nancial Empowerment with programs 
to connect residents to banks, provide 
financial coaching, educate youth on 
finance, and even universal child sav- 
ings. 

“T’m proud of the work we’ve done 
around financial empowerment,” Cis- 
neros tells SF Weekly. “?’m often asked 
to speak at conferences and to engage 
in the CFE Fund and Coalition. I’m ex- 
cited that other cities and localities are 
interested and eager to do that work 
as well.” 

Not all agree with CFE Fund’s mis- 
sion. Jackie Fielder of the activist-run 
San Francisco Public Bank Coalition 
also wants to see payday lenders out 
of business but says aspects like the 
Bank On program merely replaces 
“one financial abuser for another.” CFE 
Fund’s funding partners are big finan- 
cial institutions like Bank of America, 


Capital One, Wells Fargo, Visa, Deut- 
sche Bank, and JPMorgan Chase. The 
Bank On initiative, which is part of 
the city’s Office of Financial Empower- 
ment programming, helps low-income 
residents sign up for accounts at places 
like Bank of America. Cisneros kicked 
Wells Fargo out of the program in 
2016 after news emerged of its fake 
accounts. 

“CFE finds thousands of new cus- 
tomers for these big banks through 
the Bank On programs that Treasurer 
Cisneros has spread throughout the 
country on San Francisco taxpayer’s 
dollar,” Fielder says. “Seeing that Wall 
Street banks are flying Treasurer Cis- 
neros around the country to find them 
new customers and boost their public 
image, it does not surprise me that he 
has been skeptical of a public bank for 
the public good.” 

A Municipal Bank Feasibility Task 
Force convened by former Supervisor 
Malia Cohen in 2017 has explored pub- 
lic banking options for the city. Instead 
of leaving the city’s $12 billion budget 
in the hands of big, commercial banks 
with a track record of investing in 
immigrant detention centers and oil, 
the idea of a public bank is to invest 
in local issues like affordable housing, 
small businesses, and student loans. 
The Bank of North Dakota, which 
opened in 1919, successfully manages 
the state’s funds and kept credit flow- 
ing where big banks had little during 
the 2008 financial crisis, according to 
a San Francisco 2017 policy analyst 
report. 

All throughout the task force 
meetings, public banking advocates 
like Fielder have questioned how in- 
vested his office has been considering 
his minimal public involvement and 
slow-moving process. Cisneros de- 
clined to share his thoughts on a public 
bank, leaving how to spend the city’s 
money to supervisors and Breed. But 
the Treasurer’s Office was criticized by 
the Public Bank Coalition and supervi- 
sors alike for not thinking ambitiously 
enough in its initial report about pub- 
lic banking options that seemed to shy 
away from a full-fledged bank. 

“It’s hard to make a direct connec- 
tion on those things,” Jon Golinger, a 
San Francisco political consultant, tells 
SF Weekly about the Wall Street link 
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Pays for a Lot of City Treasurer’s Travel 


and Cisneros’ perceived investment in 
the public bank venture. “Maybe he’s 
not standing in the way of it. He has 
been lukewarm.” 

The connection between CFE Fund 
and big banks isn’t just in funding. 
Naomi Gendler Camper sits on the 
CFE Fund Board of Directors with 
Cisneros and leads policy with the 
American Bankers Association, whose 
California arm led the defeat of Los 
Angeles’ November ballot measure to 
establish a public bank. But Cisneros 
says he keeps the two separate and is 
proud of the task force and the final 
report his office put together based on 
those meetings. 

“We've been really faithful to their 
work, Cisneros said of the task force. 
“T’ve never had a conversation with 
anybody at the CFE Fund about public 
bank matters. There’s absolutely no 
connection to any of those things.” 

With Cisneros running unopposed, 
public bank advocates don’t have 
flexibility in choosing someone else to 
oversee the process. But it’s not just in 
his hands — San Francisco’s Assembly 
member David Chiu authored Assem- 
bly Bill 857, which is making its way 
through the California Legislature to 
allow cities like San Francisco to es- 
tablish their own bank. The California 
Bankers Association, again, provided 
input calling such ventures “misguid- 
ed.” A hearing on the report will soon 
come before the Board of Supervisors, 
which unanimously approved a resolu- 
tion in April supporting the bill. Creat- 
ing a public bank is endorsed by several 
San Francisco Democratic clubs, the 
San Francisco Tenants Union, the 
Northern California chapter of the Cal- 
ifornia Nurses Association, and other 
local groups. 

“A bank owned by the City and 
County of San Francisco would allow 
the City to have more local control, 
transparency, self-determination, 
and allow us to move in a direction 
to achieve sustainable community in- 
vestments such as affordable housing, 
small business development, loans to 
low-income households, public transit, 
infrastructure, renewable energy,’ the 
resolution reads.

Faced with an increase in traffic 
deaths, the SFMTA is ramping up safety 
improvements that may even include 
ending right turns on red — and if they 
have enough officers to catch people in 
the act, Vision Zero would have a fight- 
ing chance. 

Traffic collisions have killed at least 
22 people so far this year and 14 were 
pedestrians, compared to 23 in all of 
2018. (The hit-and-run of 59-year-old 
Bruce Romans on Aug. 4 is pending in- 
vestigation and not counted by Vision 
Zero.) San Francisco’s goal is to elim- 
inate all street fatalities by 2024, just 
five years away. 

“This year we have been reminded 
far too often that we have so much 
more work to do to reduce traffic fatal- 
ities in our city and make our streets 
safe,” said Mayor London Breed last 
week. “Until our streets are safe we 
need to keep doing more, and this 
package of safety improvements is 
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going to make a number of important 
improvements at dangerous intersec- 
tions to keep people safe.” 

Some improvement projects are al- 
ready fast-tracked but Breed is having 
the SFMTA prioritize other ways to 
improve street safety. By the end of the 
year, the SFMTA will have updated 260 
signals to give pedestrians more time 
to cross while implementing 165 “lead- 
ing pedestrian intervals” where signals 
give pedestrians the okay to cross 
before cars to increase visibility. The 
agency will also have completed nine 
new diagonal pedestrian crossings, 25 
new pedestrian countdown signals, 

46 new corner red zones known as 
daylighting, and seven new signals on 
intersections. 

By early 2020, the SFMTA will 
also install markings to curb left-turn 
speeds at eight intersections and an- 
alyze a policy to restrict right turns 
at red lights, which already exists on 
more than 200 intersections. Breed 
first announced the package on Thurs- 
day, which SFMTA Pedestrian Manager 
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Chava Kronenberg detailed for the 
SFMTA Board of Directors at its regu- 
lar board meeting on Tuesday. 

“You're going to have a lot more 
coming your way, Kronenberg said. 
“Just know these projects are rooted in 
this goal.” 

The SFMTA also approved a Quick 
Build program in June to swiftly 
implement non-capital projects, like 
painting traffic lines and street signs. 
Ten projects are planned for the rest 
of 2019 and another five by the end of 
2020, partly funded by $5 million from 
the San Francisco County Transporta- 
tion Authority. 

Improvements include reduced 
lanes, left turn restrictions, sidewalk 
extensions, and painted safety zones 
on what’s known as the city’s high-in- 
jury corridor network. More than 
75 percent of severe and fatal traffic 
injuries occur on just 13 percent of San 
Francisco’s streets from part of Innes 
Avenue to most of Market Street. 

“It feels disheartening that we are 
getting further and further away from 


our goal,” said Jodie Medieros, execu- 
tive director of street safety advocacy 
group Walk SF, at Tuesday’s meeting. 
“Please don’t stop pushing. We are 
counting on all of you.” 

Enforcement has been a key stick- 
ing point for Walk SF. Speeding, violat- 
ing pedestrian right-of-way, failing to 
yield while turning, running red lights 
and running stop signs are the top five 
driving behaviors that cause collisions. 
Under Vision Zero, SFPD’s goal is to 
have half of all traffic citations focused 
on those violations for months in 
which data is available going back to 
2015, police hit the goal 11 out of 47 
months. 

In June, SFPD started dedicating a 
small group of officers purely to traffic 
enforcement and has issued more than 
500 citations since then, nearly all of 
them being “Focus on the Five” viola- 
tions. It was recently roughly doubled 
to nine but Lt. Luke Martin of what’s 
known as the Traffic Company told 
directors that number would ideally be 
tripled or quadrupled. 
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“Nine is not enough at all,” Martin 
said, adding that there are 46 officers 
in the unit. “On top of doing traffic en- 
forcement, we're doing those [traffic] 
investigations and several other duties 
we also get pulled for.” 

San Francisco police plan to spend 
three days in September focusing on 
enforcement to increase pedestrian 
and cyclist safety thanks to a grant 
from the California Office of Traffic 
Safety, the department announced last 
week. 

Another obstacle is lower speeds, 
which is set by the state but may be up 
for a change through a working group 
on traffic safety that will report back to 
the California Legislature by January. 

“Tt isn’t just because we can’t do 
it because the state won’t let us,” 
Kronenberg told SFMTA directors, re- 
ferring to speed limits and congestion 
pricing. “It is incumbent to get the 
state to help us. The thing that moves 
is the transformative policies.”

Be Legal 
(Again)? 


It should not be this difficult to 
give sick people free cannabis.

Prop. 64, the growers, manufacturers,

Prior to full legalization in 2018, 
generosity was a cornerstone of the 
medical cannabis age. The cost of 
donating and delivering product was 
one many mom and pop operations 
(though there wasn’t really any other 
kind back then) could incur. Adding 
in a 25 percent sales and excise tax on 
top of the free product already being 


donated, however, is an expense many 


simply cannot absorb. 
One of the more underreported Nor should they. 
stories in the wake of California’s legal- 
ized cannabis industry is the collective 
failure of California state legislators — 
and specifically, the failure of one former 
governor — to correct what amounts to 
a loophole in the language of Proposition 
64. 

Essentially, the track and trace sys- 
tem established by Prop. 64 to monitor 
cannabis sales across the state makes 
no distinction between cannabis sold 
for profit and product donated to what 
are commonly known as compassion- 
ate care centers. 

These locations provide pot to those 
with valid medical complaints who 
could otherwise not afford to purchase 
it. Unfortunately, under the rules of 


and AIDS. Given those 
afflicted were eventu- 
ally unable to work (a 
situation already made 
difficult due to prejudice 
over sexual orientation), 
the only option was to 
find a way to give people 
cannabis at a greatly 
reduced cost — or out- 
right free. 

This effort, which 
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The concept of compassionate care 
has its roots in the work of early Bay 
Area activists like Dennis Peron and 
“Brownie Mary” Jane Rathbun, who 
saw the medicinal value of cannabis 
in treating those suffering from HIV

birthed the modern cannabis reform 
movement, has always been, at its 
core, a fight to ensure sick people have 
access to medicine. That’s why some of 
the movement’s earliest proponents 

— like Peron — opposed Prop. 64, 
which they saw as legislation guided by 
greed, not compassion. 

“We called Proposition 215 the 
Compassionate Use Act,” Peron ex- 
plained to Merry Jane in 2016. “What 
is theirs called? The Adult Use of 
Marijuana Act. This sends the wrong 
message.” 

The state’s refusal to amend their 
mistake on taxing compassionate 
care donations nearly two years into 
legalization is an insult to the legacies 
of individuals like Peron who risked 
their freedom (and in some cases, their 
lives) to get pot in the hands of those 
who most desperately required it. 

Former California governor 
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Jerry Brown had a golden chance to 
make things right before he left office 
last fall. With a Sept. 30, 2018 dead- 
line to sign or veto any outstanding 
bills on his desk, Brown opted to veto 
SB 829, which would’ve established 

a tax exemption for qualified com- 
passionate care programs. Brown’s 
muddled logic for turning down the 
bill was that SB 829 “undermines” 
the intent of the voters in approving 
Prop. 64. 

Brown’s choice to hedge and hide 
behind technicalities was a devastating 
blow for a group of people who could 
least afford it. Speaking with Cannabis 
Now in the wake of the news, former 
California Growers Alliance executive 
director Hezekiah Allen called the veto 
“unconscionable.” 

Undeterred, California State Sena- 
tor Scott Wiener — author of SB 829 

— pledged to try again. 
His second effort, SB 34, 
is named the Dennis Peron & 
Brownie Mary Cannabis Com- 
passion bill. When he introduced 
the legislation in April, Wiener 
explained the choice of the bill’s 
namesakes, crediting Peron and 
Rathbun as “heroes in our com- 
munity, in San Francisco, who 
were some of the progenitors 
of the medical cannabis move- 
ment.” 
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As of Friday morning, SB 34 was 
still sitting in the suspense file of the 
Assembly Appropriations Committee. 

To some extent, there is always a 
certain amount of avoidable bureaucra- 
cy intrinsic to the business of turning 
a bill into law (Schoolhouse Rock is here 
to help if you need a refresher). Yet 
waiting for SB 34 to eventually land on 
Gov. Newsom’s desk is an unappetizing 
proposition. Even if all signs point to 
slow but smooth sailing, the time has 
come for Newsom to show a little spine 
and encourage SB 34 to the finish line. 

In some sense, it’s the least the 
former San Francisco mayor can do af- 
ter talking such a big game during his 
2018 gubernatorial campaign about 
his role in getting Prop. 64 passed. 

He deserves praise for signing AB 97 
— which extended the lifespan of pro- 
visional permits — but things never 
should’ve gotten to a place where AB 
97 was necessary, either. 

A similar situation presents itself 
with SB 34. The good news is that 
the right answer could not be more 
obvious. There are no winners if SB 34 
fails, only sick people that can’t afford 
medicine. 

It’s not a situation unique to can- 
nabis by any means, but given it’s one 
that can actually be solved with the 
mere swish of a pen, it’s high time for 
action. 
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Bar owners 
must protect 
patrons 
from 
bouncers 


This week’s question comes from Jeff in 
the Marina, who asks: 


Q: “T was at a bar with friends. We got 
tipsy, maybe a little more, and the 
bouncer asked my friend to leave. He 
left, then snuck back in. The bouncer 
found him and grabbed him by the hair 
and started pulling him outside. My 
friend screamed, and the bouncer 
threw him outside on the ground, 
about 10 feet from the front door. I 
stood between the bouncer and my 
friend and said, “Stop. We are leaving.” 
My friend got up and told the bouncer 
to go f— himself, and the bouncer took 
a swing at him, missed and hit me in 
the face, breaking my nose. I did noth- 
ing but tried to calm things down and I 
got my nose broken. I called the police, 
but they said they wouldn’t make an ar- 
rest because the bouncer said we both 


attacked him. I know some other wit- 
nesses who left before the police came. 
[heard that this has happened before 
with this bouncer. He still works there. 
What can I do?” 


A: 3 eff, the first thing I would do is 
write a letter to the bar owners, tell 
them what happened and have them 
save any videotape they may have from 
their security cameras. Video security 
systems usually overwrite data, some- 
times as soon as 72 hours. If they have 
the video and don't save it after getting 
your letter then, should the matter go 
to trial, a judge can give the jury an in- 
struction that they should assume the 
evidence would have been harmful to 
them and that’s why they destroyed it. 


It has been the law in California 
for more than 200 years that “every- 
one is responsible ... for an injury 
occasioned to another by his or her 
want of ordinary care or skill in the 
management of his or her property 


A business proprietor, while not 
an insurer of his or her patron’s safe- 
ty, is required to exercise reasonable 
care for their safety and is liable for 
injuries resulting from a breach of 
this duty. It has been held that bar 
owners have a special relationship 
with their customers, imposing a

duty upon them to take reasonable 
measures to protect them from im- 
minent or ongoing criminal conduct 
or injury from fellow customers or 
employees. One case in which liability 
was found involved a bar where the 
patrons were being threatened by a 
group of drunkards and the security 
guard told the patrons that they 
should leave but didn’t escort them to 
their vehicle. They were attacked and 
beaten in the parking lot. The Califor- 
nia Supreme Court held that a propri- 
etor, who has reason to believe from 
observation or experience that the 
conduct of another endangers a cus- 
tomer, has a duty to take reasonable 
steps to protect them from harm. 


In an addition to cases recognizing 
the duty of a bar owner to protect 
patrons from others, a bar owner has 
an obligation to protect patrons from 
their own security guards. 


A security guard is required to use 
the least amount of force possible 
to do his or her job. They cannot 
use physical violence unless they, 
themselves, are in threat of bodily 
harm and, then, only that necessary 
to protect themselves. From what 
you have described here, the bouncer 
used physical violence because he had 
been insulted by your friend. You had 
done nothing to harm or threaten the 


bouncer and, therefore, his violence 
toward anyone was unwarranted. 
In short, he had no legal justifica- 
tion and has no valid self-defense 
argument. You can sue him for civil 
assault and battery. 


As far as the bar owner is con- 
cerned, a bouncer must be properly 
trained by his employer as to their 
responsibilities and limitations. 


For bars located in The City, without 
parking lots, the “zone of authority” of 
the bouncer ends at the front door. He 
is not a policeman and cannot act as a 
vigilante and shouldn't have been en- 
gaging with customers on the sidewalk. 
It appears he may have been improperly 
trained and/or supervised. 


Likewise, a bar owner who has 
knowledge that his or her security 
guard engages in excessive force has 
an obligation to take affirmative steps 
to protect his customers, including 
terminating the bouncer. Here, you 
have evidence that the bar owner knew 
or should have known the bouncer 
presented an unreasonable risk of harm 
and failed to take steps to prevent him 
from hurting another patron. If this is 
true, the bar owner may have liability 
not only for your medical bills, lost wag- 
es, pain and emotional distress, there 
may also be grounds for punitive dam- 


ages for retaining an unfit employee. 


I wish I could say that yours is the 
first such case I have heard of. Unfortu- 
nately, we have handled many such cas- 
es. It seems that the job may appeal to 
a particular kind of person. Indeed, we 
find many of these offenders have crim- 
inal records and that their employers 
didn’t properly conduct a background 
check thereby making them liable for 
negligent hiring. 


Jeff, I suggest you round up those 
other witnesses, tell the owner to secure 
the video, make a photographic diary of 
your injuries and find a good trial law- 
yer to advise you of your rights.

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Why Is the District Attorney’s Race So 
mportant?

The biggest race in San Francisco 
in November’s election is undoubtedly 
that of the District Attorney. 

George Gascon said late last year 
that he would not be running for 
re-election, opening up an incum- 
bent-free race. For the first time in 
eight years, voters will have a chance to 
rethink a key part of the city’s criminal 
justice system. With a talented field of 
four candidates, the stakes are high. 

And yet, not everyone in San 
Francisco is aware of what a district 





attorney does. There’s a general un- 
derstanding that the DA’s office is the 
prosecutorial arm of the court system, 
bringing charges against those who 
break the law. But the job requires 
more than just being an agent of the 
law; when maximized to its creative 
potential, the District Attorney can 
introduce propositions, institute 
criminal justice reform measures, 
and change the structure of how we 
respond to marginalized populations 
who end up in jail. 

San Francisco is one of the few 
counties in the nation that elects its 
district attorney; more commonly, 


they are appointed. There are obvi- 
ous advantages to this: Voters get to 
decide which candidate best meets 
their values, and, once elected, those 
candidates feel the pressure to deliver 
on their campaign promises and keep 
their constituents happy if they want 
to run for reelection. 

Gascon took the freedom allotted to 
him as a prosecutor in a liberal city and 
ran with it. While he was heavily criti- 
cised for not bringing charges against 
any police officers who shot and killed 
someone in the last eight years, he 
has used his position to create some 
long-lasting changes to San Francisco’s

criminal justice system. 

He paved the way for the 2014 pas- 
sage of Proposition 47, which reclas- 
sified numerous non-violent crimes 
as misdemeanors, not felonies. As a 
result, prison populations statewide 
dropped. He opposed the construction 
of a new jail, instead voicing support 
for investment into rehabilitation 
services and behavioral health centers. 
And he’s long supported the legaliza- 
tion of drugs. When Proposition 64 
to legalize marijuana passed, Gascon 
went above and beyond to clear old 
convictions, collaborating with Code 
for America to automatically reduce

and clear more than 9,000 old charges. 

The four candidates running for his 
seat are just as visionary and willing to 
push the boundaries of the job descrip- 
tion. Former Police Commission Presi- 
dent Suzy Loftus pledges to bring inde- 
pendent investigators in to determine 
if charges should be filed against police 
officers who shoot and kill people. 

“T will run a transparent investi- 
gation. I will make sure that what the 
law is understood, what the facts are is 
understood, and I will fully personally 
investigate every single shooting,” 
she told SF Weekly when she launched 
her campaign last year. “Nothing does 
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more damage to the relationship of 
trust between the police and local com- 
munities than when these fatal shoot- 
ings happen. If there is a crime there | 
will charge the case.” 

Candidate Chesa Boudin, who’s 
worked in San Francisco’s Public 
Defender’s Office for more than five 
years, wants to eliminate the cash bail 
system, which he says “allows danger- 
ous people with money to buy their 
way out while poor people languish 
in jail regardless of how weak the evi- 
dence is against them.” 

Leif Dautch draws on his back- 
ground as a president of the city’s 
Juvenile Probation Commission to 
rethink how we use our criminal 
justice spaces. When Juvenile Hall is 
shuttered in 2021, a move which he 
supports, Dautch wants to convert the 
facility into a 150-bed mental health 
treatment center. 

Last but not least, prosecutor Nan- 
cy Tung has taken on the battle for 
racial and cultural equity, demanding 
more 911 dispatchers, and a stronger 
response to hate crimes, particularly 
against the Chinese-American com- 
munity. “The public deserves to know 
if specific groups of people are being 
targeted, but the police department 
has refused to release the data it col- 
lects about the race or ethnicity of the 
victims,’ she wrote on Medium. 
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The priorities and visions each of 
these candidates have for the city of 
San Francisco could be long-lasting. 
While a district attorney has a four- 
year term before they have to run for 
office again, there is no limit on the 
number of terms they can have. This, 
combined with San Francisco’s pref- 
erence for incumbents, can result in a 
very long run: District Attorney Arlo 
Smith occupied the seat from 1980 to 
1995, and District Attorney Matthew 
Brady held office from 1920 to 1943. 

The results of this election could 
also pave the way for candidates to 
step outside of our county’s boundar- 
ies. Former District Attorney Kamala 
Harris, who preceded Gascon, became 
California Attorney General, then a 
senator, and is now running for pres- 
ident. 

There are a lot of measures on 
November’s ballot, and a fierce battle 
for the supervisor seat in District 5. 
But nothing holds the weight of this 
District Attorney’s race, the results of 
which could impact San Francisco for 
decades to come.

Barringa 
Miracle, 
Breed Will 
Sail to 
Victory in 
November

For eight days in early June 2018, 
San Francisco voters were on the edge of 
their seats. The June 5 election came and 
went, but the race for mayor was so close 





that for more than a week journalists 
were anxiously hitting refresh on the De- 
partment of Elections site, waiting for 
the minuscule number of votes that 
would swing the results one way or an- 
other. On June 13, state Senator Mark 
Leno conceded to London Breed. Once 
all the ballots were counted, he lost by a 
mere 2,500 votes. 

This November, Breed once again 
is running for her seat. The last year 
consisted of finishing out the now-de- 
ceased Mayor Ed Lee’s run, so her first 
four-year term will start in January. 
But unlike last June’s election — 
which had the highly-qualified Leno in 
the race, along with progressive darling 
Jane Kim — Breed is running largely 
unopposed. In a city with a plethora 
of politically-ambitious people anda 
large population who are unhappy with 
Breed’s homeless policies and real es- 
tate connections, it begs the question: 
Why isn’t she being challenged by an- 
other competent candidate? 

Competent is a keyword here, for 
Breed is technically being challenged. 
When voters head to the polls on Nov. 
3, they'll be asked to choose between 
seven candidates for mayor. Of those, 
only one has any semblance of clout; 
Ellen Lee Zhou ran last year and gar- 
nered 9,521 votes, but she’s still miles 
away from affecting Breed’s road to 
victory. 
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There are a handful of reasons that 
a legitimate challenger hasn’t stepped 
up to the plate. Ask any political con- 
sultant in the city, and they'll tell you 
that San Francisco loves an incumbent. 
It takes a lot to remove someone from 
office. And as we've seen countless 
times in supervisor races, even those 
challengers who run with a strong 
platform and widespread support 
usually fall a handful of votes short of 
winning. 

Breed is also powerful. No matter 
what one thinks of her policies, she has 
the support of many big players in San 
Francisco, and is subsequently armed 
with wealth and influence. With tech 
mogul Ron Conway, Governor Gavin 
Newsom, and Senator Kamala Harris 
behind her, she’s a formidable candi- 
date for even a seasoned politician to 
run against. 

San Francisco is also short on sea- 
soned politicians who have an interest 
in running for mayor, particularly on a 
progressive platform. While there are 
some veritable ladder-climbers on the 
current Board of Supervisors, no one 
yet has the resume or popular support 
to challenge Breed. 

We’ve seen this play out before. De- 
spite widespread dissatisfaction with 
the performance of Mayor Ed Lee in 
his first term, no serious challenger ran 
against him in 2015. He won despite 
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garnering only 56 percent of the vote. 
It’s not like we didn’t see this com- 
ing. As one member of the progressive 
group League of Pissed Off Voters 
recently wrote on Twitter, “When we 
warned you that Breed could be mayor 
for 10 years, this is what we meant.” 


And Then There 
Was One

Races that go unopposed have 
understandably little fanfare. Incum- 
bents often find themselves in such races 
but some opponent-less candidates are 
running for the first time. 

The Public Defender’s Office 
breathed a sigh of relief when Mayor 
London Breed tapped one of their own, 
Manohar Raju, in March to carry on 
the legacy of the late Jeff Adachi, who 
was a genuine champion of the city’s 
marginalized. He previously managed 
the office’s felony unit and has served 
as a public defender for 18 years. 
Though he has wide support, he was 
criticized for praising police — a major 
adversary of Adachi — for raiding the 
home of a journalist who obtained a 


report on his successor’s death. He lat- 
er walked back his statement, saying it 
shouldn't be “interpreted as condoning 
specific police actions or tactics.” 

Ivy Lee, once a legislative aide to 
former Supervisor Jane Kim, is also 
up for election unopposed. She is 
commended for her instrumental work 
on Free City College, which made San 
Francisco the first city to make com- 
munity college free in the nation in 
2016. Mayor London Breed appointed 
her in July 2018 to fill Supervisor Ra- 
fael Mandelman’s seat on the City Col- 
lege Board of Trustees. Lee has vowed 
to make Free City permanent, work to 
grow the college’s reserves, increase 
enrollment, and close the achievement 
gap. 

In another major leadership change 
for San Francisco’s criminal justice sys- 
tem, Sheriff Vicki Hennessy declined 
to run for reelection. Her deputy, Paul 
Miyamoto, is the only one left with his 
hat in the ring after Lt. Ronald Terry 
dropped out. He lost to former Sheriff 
Ross Mirkarimi in 2011 but now faces 
the challenge of an inmate population 
displaced from a dilapidated Hall of 
Justice. 

Just because the remaining races 
have incumbents doesn’t mean it’s 
worth a refresher of what they’ve done 
for the city. City Attorney Dennis Her- 
rera was first elected in 2001, guiding 
the city’s legislative needs. He’s also 
filed lawsuits against Trump adminis- 
tration efforts like adding a citizenship 
question to the 2020 Census and 
worked to reign in scooter companies. 

Treasurer Jose Cisneros has held 


the revenue-collecting role since 2003, 
and his office has spent the past couple 
years overseeing a task force that ex- 
plores how San Francisco would open a 
public bank. 

One more candidate isn’t running 
unopposed but is the contender far 
more likely to win: Jenny Lam, Breed’s 
education adviser tapped in January 
to fill Supervisor Matt Haney’s former 
seat on the Board of Education. Her 
two opponents, SF FILM Development 
Director Kirsten Strobel and artist 
Robert Coleman, previously said they 
were motivated to run after the board 
unanimously voted to paint over the 
racist mural at George Washington 
High School. 


Affordable 
Housing 
Looms Large 
in November

The November ballot will 
contain two different ballot measures 
both aiming to increase the supply of 


affordable housing in San Francisco. 
With Proposition A, the city seeks 
$600 million in bond funding to 
construct, fix, preserve, and acquire 
affordable housing. That money breaks 
down like so: $150 million for public 
housing, $220 million for low-income 
housing, $60 million for middle- 
income housing and preservation, 
$150 million for senior housing, and 
$20 million for educator housing. 
Mayor London Breed, Board President 
Norman Yee, and a working group 
crafted the bond with backing from the 
Board of Supervisors. It requires a two- 
thirds majority vote. 


“We are in a housing crisis that is 
pushing out our low-and middle-in- 
come residents and we desperately 
need more affordable housing,” Breed 
said when the measure was approved 
for the ballot in July. “This bond will 
allow us to create more affordable 
homes for seniors, continue rebuilding 
our public housing throughout the 
city, begin construction on projects for 
low-income residents that are ready to 
be built today, and keep current ten- 
ants housed. Building more housing 
requires a wide range of solutions, and 
this bond is a key part of that effort.” 

The other measure aimed at afford- 
able housing is Proposition E. Known 
as Affordable Homes for Educators and 
Families Now, Prop. E would allow 100 
percent affordable and educator hous- 
ing to be built on public land. 

San Francisco Unified School Dis- 
trict reports that 64 percent of its 
teachers pay more than 30 percent of 
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their income on housing, making them 
officially rent-burdened, and almost 
15 percent spend more than half. The 
situation is even worse for other edu- 
cators like daycare providers, teaching 
assistants, and kindergarten teachers 
in the Bay Area who tend to make less 
than $49,000, according to a study 
released in August by the Council of 
Community Housing Organizations. 

“San Francisco educators have been 
pressing for better policies around 
housing issues for the last several 
years, says Anabel Ibanez, political 
director for the United Educators of 
San Francisco. “Our communities need 
policies that keep our teachers in place, 
and protect families from being dis- 
placed from our neighborhoods.” 

Prop. E had quite the journey to land 
on the ballot. Mayor Breed proposed 
changing the city’s charter via ballot mea- 
sure in order to streamline the bureau- 
cratic processes related to affordable and 
teacher housing approval. The language 
and process behind the charter amend- 
ment rubbed some supervisors and 
teachers unions the wrong way, however, 
and led to a rival ballot measure. After a 
few months of horse trading, all the par- 
ties came together, merging various parts 
of each proposal. 

“Working together, we have already 
put forward the largest affordable hous- 
ing bond in the city’s history to provide 
more funding for low- and middle-in- 
come housing, but we also need to find 
more places to build that housing,” the 
group said in a joint statement. “Through 
this plan, we can open up more sites 
across our entire city for badly needed 
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affordable and educator housing.” 
Here are some of the other measures 


on the ballot: 


Proposition B: 

City Agency Rebranding 
This measure would rename some city 
agencies to more accurately reflect 
what they do so that people in need 
of their services will be more inclined 
to seek out their help. Specifically, 
the Department of Aging and Adult 
Services would get a new name: The 
Department of Disability and Aging 
Services. 


Proposition C: E-Cigarettes 
It was a bizarre clashing of headlines 
when Juul announced it had purchased 
a 28-story tower Downtown for its 
new headquarters the very same week 
that city supervisors banned the sale 
of e-cigarettes in S.F., pending an 
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FDA review of their safety. Shortly 
afterward, news broke that the Juul- 
funded Coalition for Reasonable 
Vaping Regulation would draft a ballot 
measure to overturn the ban. Juul 

has spent more money — over $4.5 
million — on trying to garner support 
for this measure than has been spent 
by everyone else regarding all the other 
ballot measures combined. 


Proposition D: Traffic- 


Congestion Mitigation Tax 
Lyft and Uber have run fairly 
unchecked in San Francisco over the 
past seven years, despite some efforts 
by city government. But a compromise 
appears to have materialized in the 
form of a 3.25-percent surcharge on 
individual rides and a 1.5-percent 
surcharge on shared rides. If it passes, 
the measure could raise up to $32 
million a year for public transportation 
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and street improvements. Both Uber 
and Lyft have agreed not to campaign 
against the tax. 


November's 
Only 
Supervisor 
Race Should 
Be Close

District 5 candidates Vallie 
Brown — the current supervisor — and 
Dean Preston differ on tactics for con- 
structing new housing, and how much 
leeway corporations should have, but 
when it comes to homelessness, safe 
streets, education, or the preservation of 
families, the pair are only a few degrees 
apart. 

It’s likely going to be a close race be- 
tween Brown and Preston; Preston lost 
the 2016 showdown between current 
Mayor London Breed by just four per- 
centage points. Brown is beating him 
on fundraising, but Preston started 
campaigning months earlier. 

While new differences between the 
candidates have emerged in debates 
over the past few weeks, the major 
issue that divides their policies con- 
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tinues to be housing. Preston wants 
to hold predatory landlords account- 
able for their behavior, better protect 
vulnerable tenants, and raise the per- 
centage of affordable housing in new 
developments. 

Brown doesn’t not support those 
policies, but is more focused on con- 
struction; she was the only supervisor 
to support Senate Bill 50 to increase 
zoning in transit-dense areas. 

In the end, both longtime district 
residents are highly qualified and ca- 
pable candidates with a long resume 
of community organizing. The only 
supervisor race of the fall election will 
undoubtedly get more heated as we 
inch closer to November.

When you hear the words “San 
Quentin,” a cascade of images comes to 
mind. 

How about Johnny Cash’s 1969 
performance inside the prison — the 
one where inmates applauded raptur- 
ously to lyrics like, “San Quentin, I 
hate every inch of you!” How about the 
protesters who, for decades outside the 
prison’s gates, have shouted and waved 
signs about the death penalty and 
prison reform? How about the incar- 
cerees themselves, both past (Charles 
Manson and Robert Kennedy’s killer, 
Sirhan Sirhan) and present (like Scott 
Peterson and Polly Klaas’ murderer, 
Richard Allen Davis)? 

Located in wealthy Marin County, 
San Quentin is a site that tens of thou- 
sands glimpse every day as they drive 
past on the freeway — but that’s all 
they get: a glimpse. 

Nigel Poor subverts the instinct to 
settle for a glimpse by going inside San 
Quentin and giving the incarcerated a 
voice, whether it’s working with them 
to produce the hit podcast Ear Hustle 


or having them analyze decades-old 
San Quentin photos that reveal the 
current inmates’ thoughts on prison 
violence, prison routines, and prison 
relationships between fellow inmates, 
between guards and inmates, and 
between inmates and their families 
outside San Quentin. 
All of these insights are on display at 
BAMPFA, in a new exhibit called “The 
San Quentin Project: Nigel Poor and 
the Men of San Quentin State Prison,” 
which uses audio, video, and photo- 
graphic “mapping” — where the incar- 
cerated literally write on photos — to 
reveal life behind San Quentin’s bars. 
The photos become like diaries or even 
art criticism, where we read thoughts 
that might otherwise remain private. 
On one 1976 photo called Mother's 
Day — which shows a mom and dad 
posing and smiling with their incar- 
cerated son — a current San Quentin 
incarceree, Mesro Coles-El, writes that 
he detects “a hint of sadness” behind 
the mother’s smile, and asks, “How 
can one find happiness when one has 
to visit her son in prison.” Coles-El 
also notes the conspicuous absence of 
something that he believes defines the 
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San Quentin experience: “There’s no 
barbed wire to announce that this is 
prison.” 

Poor also has San Quentin’s incar- 
cerated analyze celebrated art-world 
photos that have seemingly nothing 
to do with San Quentin, as with the 
1993 Hiroshi Sugimoto photo called 
Carpenter Center, a poetic and almost 
haunting image of an empty baroque 
theater with a glowing screen, and the 
1987-1988 Richard Misrach photo, 
Drive-In Theatre, Las Vegas, which 
shows an abandoned theater. 

“These photos,” wrote Michael 
Nelson, a San Quentin incarceree in 
solitary confinement, “reflect today’s 
absence of gratitude and the lack of 
appreciation for the history of our past 
that has led us to our present. Conse- 
quently, the two photographs remind 
me of those who get left behind by not 
being able to keep up with the changes 
that lives and breathes throughout 
time. ...1 think of being locked up 
in prison where time seems to stand 
still, while the world outside moves on 
without me.” 

At the BAMPFA exhibit, we hear 
audio of Nelson reading his words 


aloud, and we see the lined pages of his 
assignment, including his note to Poor, 
where he apologizes “for the quality of 
my paper” and notes that he wrote his 
critique in a part of the prison called 
“Ad-Seg” — a term for “administrative 
segregation” or solitary confinement 
— where “the level of noise here is 
always at a high volume! I can barely 
hear my own thoughts!” 

Solitary confinement is a space, 
however temporary, for San Quentin’s 
most troubling incarcerees, and Nelson 
couldn't access all the materials that 
Poor provides for those who become 
her students. 

A professor of photography at Cal- 
ifornia State University, Sacramento, 
and a member of the Bay Area photo 
collective called Library Candy, Poor 
has been working with the incarcerated 
at San Quentin since 2011. Ear Hustle 
(20 million downloads and counting) 
has changed the way millions of people 
look at San Quentin, and even done 
the same for Poor herself. Poor admits 
she had harsh perceptions of the pris- 
on before 2011 — before she got to 
know incarcerees like Earlonne Woods 
and Antwan Williams, who both 
co-produce Ear Hustle. (Woods was re- 
leased from San Quentin last year but 
still co-produces the podcast.) 

“T had all the typical stereotypes in 
my head, I’m embarrassed to say now,” 
Poor tells SF Weekly. “I expected guys 
to be angry, scary, and not engaged in 
thought outside of their immediate 
surroundings. I expected a one-note 
emotional tone. In the podcast and 
also in the photographic project, peo- 
ple are surprised when there’s humor 
and joyful things that are talked about 
and shown in prison.” 

You see the humor and joy in 
Tommy Shakur Ross’ analysis of a 
1975 photo that shows three women 
volunteers preparing gift boxes at 
San Quentin. Ross calls them “San 
Quentin’s Angels,” labels some of their 
goodies “Angel Food cakes,” and says of 
the volunteers’ coiffed hairdos, “How 
about those full hairstyles from back 
in the day?” The humor is also evident 
throughout episodes of Ear Hustle, in- 
cluding from Woods — whose appear- 
ances on the podcast helped convince 
then-California governor Jerry Brown 
to commute his sentence. Woods had 
been serving 21 years of a longer sen- 
tence for armed robbery. His release 
has opened up the possibilities for Ear 
Hustle to expand its subjects, including 
what life is like for those who finally 
make it out of San Quentin. 

Looking back at her San Quentin 


work, it’s also amazing, Poor says, 

to revisit her previous perception of 
men’s value in society. “I haven't al- 
ways had the highest opinion of men, 
I’m sorry,” she tells SF Weekly. “And I 
was wondering how it would be work- 
ing with just men, and what has been 

a personal revelation for me working 
with the guys in prison is that it’s ac- 
tually given me a much better respect 
for men, because I’ve been able to have 
such intimate and emotionally open 
conversations, and I’ve been able to ob- 
serve men in a close-knit society, and 
see how they deal with frustration, and 
brotherly love, and conflict, and family. 
I don’t get to see that on the outside. 
It’s made me much more sympathetic 
to how difficult it can be to be a man, 
and how you negotiate all this stuff, 
especially when there aren't a lot of 
women around.” 

Poor and the exhibit’s original cu- 
rator, Lisa Sutcliffe of the Milwaukee 
Art Museum, worried that the artwork 
might become too “precious” when put 
in a major art museum — but those 
fears evaporated when the museum 
gave free admission to those who'd 
been in prison or had family members 
in prison, and when the museum ex- 
panded its programming — including 
holding a symposium that examined 
how the arts can help reform the crim- 
inal justice system. “It brought people 
to the museum who'd never been to a 
museum, Poor says. “People felt really 
welcome. And a lot of people came 
who worked in prisons. That totally 
surprised me.” 

The exhibit features a few de- 
cades-old photos of inmates who’ve 
been repeatedly stabbed. Their wounds 
are disturbing to look at. Still, Poor 
says, most of San Quentin seems 
more like a village rather than a scary 
place to be,” and it’s this village side 
that’s examined in Ear Hustle and 
in the BAMPFA exhibit, which will 
severely challenge art-goers’ assump- 
tions about a prison they may only 
know from a distance — if they even 
know it at all.

At the beginning of this decade, 
the Korean food available in the Bay Area 
was so weak that S.F’s Consul General of 
South Korea — a trained diplomat! — all 
but said you had to go to L.A. to eat well. 
(He did recommend the Santa Clara loca- 
tion of Jang Su Jang, however.) 

How times have changed. 

There had long been standbys 
like Han Il Kwan, but their offerings 
were too-often muted. Now we have 
power-dives like Larkin Street’s ARIA 
and food-truck-turned-regional- 
chain KoJa Kitchen. Namu Gaji and 
its spinoff Namu Stonepot are each 
expanding; Namu Gaji is moving into 
the much-larger space that used to be 
The Perennial while Namu Stonepot is 
opening a second location in the orig- 
inal Namu Gaji. Queens, the year-old, 
online-only Korean deli has put down 
roots in the Inner Sunset — not far 
from the new and barbecue-heavy Um. 
Ma. Not even Filipino food, forever 
overlooked until recently, has made its 
presence newly felt by that much. 

But Korean food’s top end had 
been slower to catch up until now. 
Just down the block from the al- 
ways-packed second location of Fiorel- 
la, SSAL has been open since April and 
very slowly adding to itself. 

Over several visits through the 


course of the summer, it’s revealed 
itself to be an increasingly confident 
endeavor with an impressive aesthetic 
unity. But it didn’t entirely start out 
that way. At first, SSAL would have at 
most two entrees on the menu, making 
it hard to want to go back once you've 
tasted them both on your first visit. 
There was a third, an uni-and-roe-over- 
egg-and-rice dish, but its availability 
was specifically denoted as “limited” 
and it never seemed to be there no 
matter how close to 5 p.m. this review- 
er sailed in. Plus the off-white walls 
were jarringly bare and the plywood 
benches distinctly uncomfortable. 

Neither romantic nor especially 
neighborhood-y in price, SSAL had 
an incomplete feel — like a place you 
might check out once only to discover 
three-eighths of a restaurant. 

Well, the walls are still bare and the 
benches are best avoided — sit at the 
bar and watch the food prep — but 
SSAL really has opened up. The space 
isn’t entirely devoid of personality, 
with a cold-cathode light fixture rem- 
iniscent of the one at Ritual Coffee on 
Valencia Street, and the pebble that 
functions as a paperweight on the 
check might look like a human molar 
(so goth!). Owners Hyunyoung and 
Junsoo Bae, who’ve been married for 
a year, seem disinclined to roll out 
anything until it fits into their harmo- 
nious vision — which is notably not all

that devoted to quote-unquote tradi- 
tional Korean dishes. 

There’s quite a pedigree here, too: 
Junsoo is the chef, and he’s worked 
at Meadowood and New York’s Gram- 
ercy Tavern, from which much of 
the opening staff was poached, while 
Hyunyoung was a server at The French 
Laundry. 

Anecdotally, it seems they’re finally 
making enough of that uni-and-roe 
dish, which turns out to be one of 
those magnificently simple things 
where it’s impossible to keep your eyes 
open as you let it melt in your mouth. 
In Korean restaurants, chopsticks are 
often metal, and that’s the case here, 
although SSAL’s bowls match, making 
one server's description of the uni as 
an “unctuous pot of gold” rather apt. 

Other dishes land right where they 
should. A spring-onion pancake with 
Monterey squid and dried shrimp feels 
nearly as delicate as fried squash blos- 
soms with a rat-a-tat of salty flavor. 
Like a bowl of ramen that an Italian 
restaurant in the Eastern time zone 
might attempt for a lark, the clam noo- 
dles (with broccolini and garlic bread 
crumbs) are witty and light enough on 
broth that the toppings stay crisp — 
except on one visit, the liquid was so 
deliriously buttery that you couldn't 
properly call it a broth. Subtler but no 
less worth your time is the plate of 
roasted mushrooms. Bell peppers, the 


ultimate in flavorless crunch, are an in- 
gredient, but you'd almost never know 
it because they’re basically folded into 
the miyaki, wood ear, and enoki mush- 
rooms along with plenty of pickled 
burdock (an ingredient Junsoo seems 
to adore). 

Joining the grilled short rib is a 
Berkshire pork collar, both of which 
are served the same way: ssam-style, 
as a do-it-yourself wrap. The meat is 
sliced, with very lightly pickled radish- 
es and intensely flavored “ssam veg- 
etables” on the side, plus a selection 
of lettuces presented from a wooden 
box as if they were just plucked from 
the soil. But the best use of greens was 
in the fried perilla leaves, a Korean 
ingredient akin to a physically large 
shiso, here wrapped around shrimp 
with plenty of chives for a dim-sum 
feel. Beyond little surprises, SSAL can 
occasionally play it safe, with lots of 
oysters, duck liver mousse, halibut cru- 
do, and beef tartare — stuff you can 
find all around town in 2019. 

That abundance of safe savory 
items would appear to set diners up for 
crushing disappointment at dessert, 
which — let’s be brutally honest — has 
often been the Achilles’ heel in many 
Asian restaurants and which is now 
just vanishing from menus every- 
where. In June, that assumption was 
at best half-true: The vaguely French 
option of a fresh doughnut with roast- 
ed soybean cream had breakout-hit 
potential, but it was the only option. 
Now it has companions, including the 
redundant injeolmi cream puffs — “in- 
jeolmi,” we were told, means “cream 
puff” — and a sexier-than-it-sounds 
scoop of rice-flavored ice cream with 
toasted rice on top. 

The final piece in this interlocking 
puzzle is wine, and it’s a piece you 
insert with a gentle touch. The Scribe 
Pinot Noir rosé stands on its own, 
but both the Chateau La Grangére 
Bordeaux and the Domaine Gros Frere 
et Sour Pinot shared the same charac- 
teristic, which one dining companion 
described as a “softness that doesn’t 
get crushed” against the food. I love 10 
pieces of ARIA’s Korean fried chicken 
when they’re slathered in garlic soy 
sauce just as much as anyone, but in 
SSAL we have something wholly new.

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The 
Rejuvenation 
of Greens

While it’s easy to point fingers 
at the Brazilian government for the terri- 
fying incineration of the Amazon, the 
real culprit may be the industrialized 
world’s insatiable demand for meat. The 
clear-cutting of the rainforest wouldn't 
be nearly as profitable if much of that 
land weren't reallocated toward ranches 
full of beef cattle. It’s enough to make 
Bob Belcher re-evaluate the burger. 

But for four decades, Greens has 
been San Francisco’s ambassador for 
the vegetarian lifestyle, its menus a 
persuasive rebuttal to the insistence 
that dinner needs meat to be dinner. 
Since its founding in 1979 as a wing of 
the San Francisco Zen Center, which 
still owns it, the capacious restaurant 
in Fort Mason Center’s westward-fac- 
ing Landmark Building A has lured din- 
ers with stone-fruit salads, veg-heavy

pizzas, and consistently inventive 
cocktails. And for its 40th, longtime 
Chef Annie Somerville put together a 
celebratory dinner series, inviting ac- 
claimed chefs like Reem Assil (Reem’s 
California) and Alice Waters (Chez 
Panisse) to join her in the kitchen once 
each month for four-course meals. 

The next dinner, on Tuesday, Sept. 
11, sees a collaboration with Suzette 
Gresham, whose two-Michelin-starred 
Italian restaurant Acquerello has been 
around nearly as long as Greens, fol- 
lowed by Kim Alter of Nightbird (Oct. 
7), Tanya Holland of Brown Sugar 
Kitchen, (Nov. 4), and Pam Mazzola of 
Prospect (Dec. 11). They have creative 
control, Somerville tells SF Weekly, 
noting that their dishes are “in the 
spirit of Greens.” Assil’s shish barak, 

a preparation of spinach and pine nut 

dumplings with garlic yogurt, mint oil, 
and cured sumac is an excellent repre- 
sentation. 

“Greens has gone through so many 
cycles,” she adds, “that to reach 40 is 
really such a momentous thing. What 
was the best way to celebrate? To gath- 
er some fantastic women chefs togeth- 
er and do a series.” 

While nearly all its staff were affil- 
iated with the Zen Center in its early 
days, Buddhism is no longer quite as 
central to the restaurant’s mission. 
Vegetarianism, too, has evolved from 
a fringe movement that connoted 
monastic self-denial into a mainstream 
celebration of nature’s bounty. These

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days, Somerville says, an “intangible” 
quality flows from Buddhist tenets, 
helping maintain the kitchen’s positive 
culture. (In a review from last Decem- 
ber, I wrote that Greens is the Zuni of 
vegetarianism.) 

“We have plenty of Buddhists on 
staff,” Somerville says. “They may not 
be practicing traditionally, but it’s like 
the soul of the place — and it’s a beau- 
tiful place. The dining room and the 
kitchen are beautiful. It’s very spacious 
and full of light and fresh air.” 

Compared to cramped and sweaty 
kitchens, this is indeed an anomaly. 
But it endured a bit of hardship a few 
years ago in the form of a kitchen fire. 
While the flames were contained with- 
in the ventilation system, subsequent 
inspections revealed that older compo- 
nents of the kitchen were no longer up 
to code, necessitating an expensive and 
time-consuming overhaul. 

Greens reopened last year, with the 
Greens to Go counter reappearing ear- 
lier this year. Just don't call it “vegetar- 
ian.” Somerville prefers “plant-based.” 

“It’s more the way that people are 
eating,’ she explains. “I shop at the 
Ferry Building pretty much every Sat- 
urday, and there are just passionate 
home cooks who are scooping up vege- 
tables. Vegetables are an ingredient in 
their own right!” 

San Francisco has a reputation for 
being chock full of vegetarian — er, 
plant-based — restaurants, but there 
really aren't that many. Does Somer- 
ville think veg-centric cooking is finally 
getting its due? 

“People are hungry for great food, 
and we have extraordinary produce,” 
she says. “Even though we've just said 
how many people are moving toward 
plant-based diets, many people do 
prefer to have a choice of a burger ora 
steak. Some people do feel that that’s 
limiting. Personally, I don’t. And at 
Greens, we've done really well.” 

While the blaze was undeniably a 
major obstacle, Somerville compares 
the restaurant to a healthy ecosystem, 
where the occasional fire is a fact of 
life. 

“Even though no one wishes for a 


fire, it’s been a wonderful opportunity 
to regenerate, she says. “We got a 
grant, and a whole new kitchen out 
the deal, a whole new chef de cuisine. 
It was very good, positive, useful ener- 
gy — which is exactly what it needs at 
this time. All the molecules of Greens 
got to reorganize themselves.”

| Love Seeking 
out Chea-, er, 
Affordable Food

The quintessential contrast 
between cost and quality. The trick to 
this phenomenon isn’t always in the new 
discovery of a hole in the wall, but some- 
times in an old favorite. You just need to 
know what to order. 

A seat at Swan Oyster Depot is 
possibly one of the most sought af- 
ter in the U.S. and most definitely 
in San Francisco. Lines can last as 
long as three hours and drape all the 
way down Polk Street. I recommend 
getting there early, going alone, and 
on a rainy day, but even those layers 
of precaution aren't foolproof. But if 
you re lucky enough to clinch a place 
at the approximately 20-person bar in 
the near future, here is how you do it

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Swan’s menu can be a little scary. 
It’s handwritten with different kinds 
of oysters, clams, lobster, and all sorts 
of fish with prices changing daily. 

The beginner’s play is to order one of 
their delicious Louie salads. Boiled bay 
shrimp, plump prawns, Dungeness 
crab meat, or a combination of the 
three are piled atop a nest of shredded 
iceberg lettuce and slathered in their 
velvety, zesty homemade dressing 

(all ranging between $20-$30). These 
minimal salads are as authentically 
San Francisco as it gets. But for the re- 
turning visitor to Swan, take a deeper 
dive into their menu and explore some 
items that aren’t even on it. 

Tomalley, crab back, or crab fat as 
it’s sometimes called, is a delicacy at 
Swan. Served in the Dungeness crab’s 
gaping carapace, the yellow, soupy 
blend of fat and guts is a buttery paté 
of the sea. Accompanied with fresh, 
warm, pillowy sourdough bread for 
spreading, this appetizer is a char- 
cuterie lover’s delight. The crab fat has 
the briny character of an oyster, the 
funkiness of the ocean, and the creamy 
richness of uni. As recommended by 
the burly bartenders, dash in some 
red wine vinegar to create a wonderful 
tangy crab dip. At only eight bucks, 
this humble dish is a valiant seafood 
snack. 

If the Louie salads are a “must try,” 
then this next course is an obligation. 
Sicilian sashimi is a dish that Swan 
has sealed as one of San Francisco's 
most iconic dishes. Thinly sliced tuna, 
halibut, yellowfin, scallop, and salmon 
are stippled onto a plate and drizzled 
with olive oil, sea salt, and cracked 
black pepper. The delicate, silken tex- 
ture of the fish is escorted by pungent 
and pickley garnishes of shallots and 
capers, creating one of the most won- 
derful sensations any tongue will ever 
encounter. At only $20 for a small, the 
sashimi is a tiny, elegant quilt of per- 
fectly cut fish that will forever change 
the way you approach sushi. 

I like to finish off the meal with a 
nice hot bowl of chowder. Thinner and 
starchier than most New England- 
style clam chowders, it is just one more 
thing that Swan does their own way. At 
only $3 a cup, it’s the perfect bookend 
to a fresh, raw fish lunch. 

I understand how intimidating a 
restaurant that runs an average $100 
lunch bill can be, especially when that 
restaurant only accepts cash. Even 
when you've been curious for years, 
places like that are easy to avoid. 

I’m here to say you don't have to 
anymore. If you just navigate the menu 
a little, you can easily be in and out 
for under $30. So go celebrate the end 
of summer with a little seafood, you 
deserve it! 

And I’m telling you, go alone.

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Alex Lahey’s Dive Bar Luck 


Alex Lahey

Those who love Dino’s, love 
Dino’s. And Alex Lahey loves Dino’s. 

Opened in Nashville in the ’70s, 
the neighborhood dive is as unassum- 
ing from the outside as they come, a 
squat brick building nestled between a 
Sherwin-Williams, a dry cleaners, and 
a craft cocktail bar — the latter nec- 
essarily indicative of the changes that 
have swept through the surrounding 
neighborhood of East Nashville. 

Inside, there’s wood paneling, a 
back patio with long picnic tables, and 
a makeshift stage watched over bya 
portrait of Dolly Parton. Older locals 
who've patronized the bar for decades 
rub elbows with art degree’d 20-some- 
things in bands and professionals 
seeking refuge from the downtown 
honky tonk crush. Everybody probably 
doesn’t know your name the moment 
you walk in the door, but inside, the 
living is easy. It’s a no-frills, pre- 
tense-free dive, its status as a paragon 
of no-bullshit authenticity solidified by 
an Anthony Bourdain co-sign in a 2008 
episode of Parts Unknown. 

An indie rock songwriter from 


Melbourne, Australia, Lahey found 
herself in Nashville after wrapping an 
American tour on the back of her 2017 
debut album Love You Like A Brother. 
She had a bit of time on her hands, and 
figured she would spend it somewhere 
she hadn’t been before. 

“T thought, “You know, I really want 
to go and check it out, and why not 
indulge the cliché while I’m there and 
write some songs?” she says. 

It was during her sojourn in the city 
that has long served as the epicenter of 
country music that she discovered Di- 
no’s — and its “very tongue-in-cheek 
take on brunch... My partner and I 
would usually go as soon as it opened 
and have mimosas and the fried chick- 
en, she says. “It’s such a cult classic. 

I reckon that chicken is the best to be 
honest.” 

But Dino’s “everyone’s welcome, no 
questions asked, no bullshit tolerated” 
vibe resonated with Lahey beyond 
brunch and straight into the songs she 
was penning at the time. 

“Getting to Nashville I was able to 
open the valves and write and write 
and write,” she says. “I was really lucky 
that was the case because I had my 
studio time booked and everything for

the actual record, so if I didn’t write 
anything while I was there I would’ve 
been really fucked.” 

Lahey channeled it all into this 
year’s The Best of Luck Club, her sec- 
ond album and a punchy collection of 
frenetic pop-punk ruminating on the 
mania of being in your mid-20s, burn- 
out, hard therapy sessions, opening up 
to deeper connections with people, and 
crawling out of breakup on your hands 
and knees. She gleaned the title from 
how conversations with fellow bar pa- 
trons ended — “best of luck.” 

Granted, Lahey doesn’t need it. The 
term ‘slacker rock’ gets tossed around 
in reference to her music relatively 
frequently, although it hardly reflects 
her work ethic. (“The window open on 
my laptop at the moment is a fucking 
spreadsheet. I don’t think any slackers 
do that,” she says with a laugh.) 

Born to a British immigrant father 
and an Egyptian refugee mother who 
migrated to Australia in the late ’60s, 
Lahey grew up playing saxophone and 
guitar, then netted the coveted Josh 
Pyke Partnership grant and critical 
acclaim with her initial releases. She 
wrote her debut and The Best of Luck 
Club alone, bringing in Catherine 





Marks to produce the latter. 

Lahey, who identifies as queer, also 
spoke freely against the Australian 
government’s reluctance to legalize 
same-sex marriage. Parliament even- 
tually voted it through in December 
2017, but such a milestone hasn’t 
curbed her personal crusade. 

“What’s frustrating is why is the 
attention being put on these meaning- 
less things like gender and sexuality 
when the really meaningful things in 
the world are being pushed to the side. 
Stuff like global warming and the po- 
litical discourse at the moment, where 
power lies,” she says. “People getting 
married to each other is so insignifi- 
cant in the grand scheme of things. It 
seems so trivial that my future is up 
for discussion in that way. The things 
about my future that should be up for 
discussion is can I continue to live a 
kilometer from the ocean at home in 
Australia? How long can I do that for? 
At this rate, not very long.” 

Like the record she made, Lahey 
feels suspended between the strange 
joy of being alive and anxiety of the 
most pressing issue facing the species. 
Over the course of our conversation, 
she gushes over My Chemical Ro- 
mance, extolls the virtues of inclusivity 
and gender-neutral bathrooms, and 
bemoans the latent sexism of her in- 
dustry. 

“If a woman has some sort of suc- 
cess, people are immediately looking 
for the man who made it happen,” 
Lahey says. “It’s always looking for the 
guy that can validate the quality of the 
woman’s work when the woman is do- 
ing the hard yards.” 

As for Dino’s? She still counts her- 
self among the devotees. During her 
tour stop in Nashville last month, she 
went twice. 

“My band had never been before. 
We went before the show and they 
were like, “This is awesome!’ And then 
we finished the show and we were like, 
‘Let’s just go back to Dino’s!’” she says. 
This time, she went for the classic Di- 
no’s meal: a burger.

As Tycho, Scott Hansen’s smooth and magical electronic vignettes have 
won over scores of listeners since the breakthrough release of 2011’s 
modern classic Dive. But what makes the San Francisco producer’s music 
compelling for so many is his natural sense of storytelling that connects 
his albums thematically, while still on a path that allows for ample sonic 
experimentation and progression. Tycho’s latest release, Weather, proves 
this as the album retains the woozy atmosphere found on previous 
releases, but does something unprecedented by bringing guest vocalist 
Saint Sinner front and center throughout the majority of the album. While 
previous Tycho releases would hear vocals mixed and scattered lightly in 
the background, Weather incorporates Saint Sinner’s ethereal vocals as a 
distinguished piece of the band, which makes Saint Sinner’s presence on 
the album feel organic and seamless. Highlight track “Japan” hears Sinner’s 
soft yet distinct vocals float through waves of reverberated guitars and 
spacey synths thanks to Hansen’s sharpest-sounding production yet. At 
its core, Weather is a wondrous and optimistic record that is a bold yet 
rewarding evolution from Tycho.

Hypnotic, brutal, and patient, drone-metal titans Sunn 
O))) have elevated themselves to near-mythological status

The Seattle “power ambient” group spent 
several year’s lingering in metal’s shadows before breaking 
through internationally with their 2005 masterpiece 
Black One, a darkly meditative experience that is both at 
times disturbing and cathartic, built around distorted 
guitar feedback and animalistic growls.

SAVAGE LOVE \ PHYSICAL IDEAL

I don’t listen to your podcast religiously, but as 
soon as I told my best friend this story, she said, 
“That's a question for Dan Savage!” Backstory: I have a 
monogamous partner who I live with. It’s a heterosexual 
relationship, but we are both bisexual. That little inkling 
of homosexuality really drew me to him when we 
first met. He also told me early on about his previous 
girlfriend, who looked like a “suicide girl” (tattoos, short 
skirts, dyed black hair, heavy eye makeup) but had 
serious issues (they had sex only 10 times in three years). 
I’m by no means a suicide girl. I’m pretty average looking 
with natural hair and no tattoos. I don’t wear makeup, 
and I have an affinity for baggy T-shirts and jeans. I 
love having sex but rarely do I present myself as “sexy.” 
Recently I learned that my boyfriend follows hundreds 
of women on Instagram, and 95 percent of them look 
absolutely nothing like me. (Remember the hot suicide- 
girl girlfriend? They mostly look like her.) It made me 
really upset. I felt insecure about myself. I felt distrustful 
of his positive comments about how I look, like he doesn’t 
actually think I'm sexy. It certainly doesn't help that 
I want to have sex way more often than he does. He’s 
always “tired.” I was angry at him and instantly craving 
to go back to a sexual relationship with past partners 
who thought I was the bee’s knees. He has no idea why 
I would be upset. He says he feels like he’s supporting 
these women and that they feel “empowered” by all the 
men leaving comments like “Show me your boobs” and 
“‘T wanna shove my cock in you.” He says he deleted his 
Instagram just to make me happy, but I still feel shitty 
about the whole thing. Am I being oversensitive? Is he 
being insensitive? Could we be sexually incompatible? At 
this point, I'm ready to look outside of our relationship 
for sexual interactions. 

Your Very Ordinary Instagram Girl 


I don't listen to your podcast, either, YVOIG, so 
that makes us even. (I assume you have a podcast. 
Everyone does these days.) 

Zooming out: If we’re going to tell people 
they shouldn't be so shallow as to date only their 
“ideal” physical types and we're going to tell people 
they can learn to find a broader array of people 
attractive and we're going to tell people they can 
find a person’s insides so attractive that they warm 
to their outside—and it’s mostly men people we tell 
these things, as women people seem less hung up 
on/entitled to their physical ideals—then we also 
need to tell people not to freak the fuck out when 
they stumble over evidence that they aren't their 
partner’s ideal physical type. Additionally, we need 
to tell people that just because their partner has a 
particular type, that doesn’t mean their partner isn’t 
also attracted to them. 

Zooming in: You don't have a great sex life 
with your boyfriend, YVOIG, as you seem to have 
mismatched libidos—and one partner “always” 
being tired isn’t a problem that gets better over 
time. These are both signs that you probably need to 
end this relationship. (Already looking outside your 
monogamous relationship for sexual interactions? 
Another sign.) But you can end things without 
having a meltdown about the fact that your soon- 
to-be-ex-boyfriend was also or usually or, hell, even 
exclusively with one notable exception (YOU!) attracted 
to “suicide girl” types. Instead of telling yourself that 


every compliment your soon-to-be-ex-boyfriend ever 
gave you was a lie, you could tell yourself that while 
your soon-to-be-ex-boyfriend definitely has a type, 
he also found you attractive. Because you are attractive. 
You're so attractive that you caught his eye despite 
not being his usual type. 

In other words, YVOIG, you don't have to feed 
your self-esteem into a shredder as you end this 
relationship. 

PS. Your soon-to-be-ex-boyfriend may have 
deleted his old Instagram account, but I promise 
you he quickly created another one. And here’s 
hoping your soon-to-be-ex-boyfriend only directs 
“empowering” comments like “I wanna shove my 
cock in you” at the kind of people on Instagram who 
regard those types of comments as “supportive.” 
They're out there—men and women—but there are 
fewer of them out there than too many men, gay and 
straight, seem to believe there are. 


I’m a 28-year-old straight guy with one kink: I 
want to be collared and on a leash. That's it. In private. 
Basically, I just want to curl up at my girlfriend's feet 
with the leash in her hand. Just me on the floor next to 
the couch while she watches television, or me on the floor 
next to the bed while she reads. I’ve had three serious 
girlfriends, and all three laughed in my face when I 
told them about this. I’m dating a girl now that I like a 
lot, and she actually asked me if I had any kinks, and I 
couldn't bring myself to tell her. I’m worried about her 
laughing in my face, too. 

Laughter Erases All Sexual Hopes 


People often have knee-jerk, sex-negative 
reactions to kinky requests not because they 
necessarily think peeing on someone or leashing 
someone is hopelessly perverted or disqualifying, 
LEASH, but because they’ve never imagined 
themselves peeing on someone or keeping a 
boyfriend on a leash. The request conjures up a 
mental image that conflicts with a persons self- 
conception—they never thought of themselves 
as the peeing-on-other-people or keeping-the- 
boyfriend-on-a-leash type—and nervous laughter 
is acommon response to that particular brand of 
cognitive dissonance. It would be better if people 
didn’t have this reaction, of course, but you should 
brace yourself for it, laugh/shrug it off, and then 
proceed to explain why this is such a turn-on for 
you and what’s in it for her. (It sounds like a pretty 
easy way for her to crank you up when she’s feeling 
horny.) 

If the reactions of the last three girlfriends left 
you scared and scarred, LEASH, tell your current 
girlfriend via text. (“Hey, remember when you asked 
if I had a kink? I do: being on a leash.”) Then, if her 
first reaction is to laugh, you won't be there to hear 
it. You might get a “LOL, what?” in response, but 
don’t let it shut you down. Keep texting, keep it 
light and playful, show her that you have a sense of 
humor about it... and you could finally end up on 
that leash.
